MURDER!

'he Proprietor of a Beer Saloon Shot Yes-
terday Afternoon—A Dispute Abont Rent
the Cause of the Shooting—The Ante-
Mortem Statement of the Dead Man,

The crack of n rifie and the screams of a
woman yesterday afternoon were heard to pro
ceed fromn the lager beer saloon of John Conrad,
No. 2026 North Seveunth street. People gath-
ered qulekly, entered the saloon, and there
found lying on the floor Christinn S8chaeffer, the
proprietor of a saloon next door. He was
covered with blood, and it was found that he
had been shot through the left breast by a rifle
in the hands of Conrad. Dr. 8. R. Morris, liv-
ing at No. 2020 Germantown road, was guickly
summoned, and in the meantime the wounded
man was carrled insensible into his dwelling.
The Doctor arrived shortly, and on mspection
pronounced the wound fatal. Every restorative
was applied, but Mr. Bchaeffer rapidly sank,
and at eleven o'clock he explired. The ball had
passed through the left lung, just graziog the
heart, up and out throngh the left shoulder-
blade. It then broke through the window, aud
buried itself in a sign-post on the sldewalk.

The perpetrator of the deed, Conrad, was the
tenant of the dead man. For some time past
enmity has existed between him and his land-
ord, arlsing ontfof non-payment of reat. Mr.
Behaeffer has, on sgveral occasions, been com-
pelled to have recourse to the law for the re-
covery of his just claim: but In every instance
his tonant obtained a stay of execution by giving
gecurity for the payment of the reént, which
became due monthly. _

Early in the present week Mr. Schaeffer again
institnted legal proceedings, and on Wednesday
Constable James S, Wright aflixed to the door of
the houze occupled as n lager-beer saloon by
John Conrad a notice that the furniture and
goods of the tenant would be sold for debt, Mrs.
Schaeffor, being engazed yesterday afternoon in
wanshing the pavement In front of her own reai-
dence, observed thnat Conrad was npnot only re-
moving the bill thus aflixed, but was cutting and
defacing, at the same time, the panel of the
door nupon which it had been pasted.

To this [act she at once called the attention of
her husband, who came out upon the sidewalk
and remonstrated with his tenant.

Conrad i1s said to . bave replied, “1f you will
come into the house I will show you something
more. '’

Spspecting nothing worse than the exhibition
of some other portion of his property, aud never
dreaming that it wns his own person that was
mepaced with danger, and perhaps with death,
Mr. Schaeffer entered the house, when Mrs,
Conrad made her appeéarance armed with a rifle,
and, it is stated, addressed her husband propos-
ing to shoot Mr. Schaeffer.

He is represented as having replied to her,
“No, 1 will shoot him:" whercupon he took the
weapon from her hands, and dellberately shot
Mr. Schaeffer. The deceased received the at-
tentions alluded to above, and when, in the
latter part of the evening, he fofind his condi-
tion hopeless, he sent for Alderman Helns, before
svhom he made the following statemeént: —

City of Fhlladelphia, ss:—Before me, the sab-
seriber, one of the alderman in and for the sald
city, personally appeared Chriscan Schaefer, who
belng duly sworn according to law, doth deposs muf
say that he resldes at No, 2024 N. Scventh street;
thuat on the afternoon of May 25, 1871, John Conrad,
who resides In a house¢ next above, commenced to
cut part of the panel of his deor, on which had besn

asted a coustable’'s bl advertising the sule of his
Conrad’s) goods for arrears of rent dae deponent:
that dcpouem told him to desist, whereupon his
(Conrad’s) wife went up stalrs and proocured a guo,
which she handed to her husband; that the said
John Conrad took the gun from the hands of his
wife and dellberately pointing 1t at deponent dis-
charged t, thereby inficting llteluilurleu from which
deponent {3 now sutfering: and that deponeot
makes this statement in the fall conscionsness that
he 4 In & dangerous condition, the resalt of the in-

The age of the deceased was about forty-two
years, and his family consisted of a wife and
}hree children, the youngest being a mere in-

ant.

THE INDIANS.

Thelr Arvival fu the City—Thelr Hablts
aud Customs.

The delegation from several Indian tribes
which has been in Washington for a week or o
past on business relating to Indian matters, ar-
rived in this city lasf evening aboul six anda
half o'clock, Thig visit to this locality had been
agreed upon before they left their homes, and it
is peculiarly appropriate, arriving as they do on
a peaceful Government mission, and when it s
econsidered that this city, or the village which
was lis nucleus, was the first to offer peacefal
measures o the original possessors of the soll,
and grew up under Lhe dllrect. protection of the
Indian tribes.

The present delegation is composed of six

mre-blooded Indians. by name Little Raveu,

owder Face. Bird Chief, Little Robe, Btoue
Leaf, and Buffalo Good. These are all chiefs,
and represent the Cheyenne, Arrapahoe, and
Wichita tribes. They represent a population of
about four thousand, living mostly in the Indian
Territory. They have with them three inter-
reters, John Smith, Philip MeCusker, and
idward Guerie. Mr, Mahlon Stubbs, the Indian
Agent, has charge of and travels with the party.

On thelr arrival they were taken to the Bing-
ham Houge, and being very tired, weut to their
rooms about ¢ o'clock.

This morning they were up bright and early,
and on paying them a visit oue of the party was
found in the act of putling on a bolled shirt
which was to form a part of his half-civilized
and half-barbarous costume, Some of the party
dress entirely in thelr aboriginal costume, but
the most of them have adopted some article of
modern dress in connection with it.  Little
Raven is arrayed in a black dress sult, but one
of the other chiefs has adopted only a black
coat, under which is displayed the yellow leather
leggings which form a part of the fashionable
Chesuut street costume of the Indian country,
When attending the Presldent's reception in
Washington, some were In their full war dress
and had their faces heavily painted, they mnot
consldering It etiquetie to appear In any other
way. In this latter they show themselves apt
scholars of the higheat school of eivilization, at
least so fur as the President's or anybody else's
receptions are concerned. .

The party will to-day visit variouns places of
public ‘nwrest arcund the clity. They will re
main for a day or two. A pablle reception to
the red men by the Philadelphians is talked of,
but we should think that It would be snything
but agreeable Lo them. They are very reticent,

and when surprised by the numerous novel
sights which they everywhers see, they do not
express it by any sign to the looker-on, but
doubtless they talk It over afterwards among
themselves.

SYCOSIS.
AContaglious and Pecullarly Troublesome

The extract published in yeur paper, cantion-
ing the public against the prevalesce of conta-
gious sycosis, or barber's itch, was not given a
moment too soon. Few but physicians are
aware how common this form of cutaneous
direage already Is in this und surrounding coun-
tries. It exlsts, of course, more or less in all
great cities, bat it seems to me noteworthy that
while passing down o single street—Fifth street
—to-day, I noticed no fewer than five distinetly
marked cases, two of them being particularly
bad. In one case the whitened wseales and
diseased skin extended from the chin upward
by the verge of the whisker to the left eye,

threstening to  extend to the eye-
brow and  Jashes, The fact  that
the active principle of the eraption |s

eryplagamons i the renson of its rapid and but
little understood spread. Ounce lo the system
its cure is not perhaps difficult, but in most
cages demands much attention and care, The
introduction ef the smallest particle or follicle
from a razor te the healthiest chin will commu-
nicate the disense, because while the pellicle is
irritated the hair is never and never can be cut,
microscopically speaking, sufliclently loose to
prevent o lodgment. I differ from the opinion
expressed in the article you copy in one point—
where hot water will not properly cleanse a
razor. The water should be boiling and the
razor dipped for at least one minute, and then
carefully wiped with a soft towel.

The best and most effective plan is, of course,
to keep o private razor and all other necessarles
for shaving. The fact, however, is that this is
but rarely done, and our barbers’ shops are,
therefore, a very hot-bed of a palnful and dis-
gusting cutaneous digense. I might add that,
in I8 worst form, the barber's itch spreads to
}he ls:rm—plts, and then becomes almost into-
erable,

N. Y. MONEY MARKET YESTERDAY

“Money was easy at threge per cent, as Lhe
general rate for call loans, Irrespective of the
collaterals submitted, with exceptione attwo
per cent. on Governments. Towards 3 o'clock
there was more inquiry from the stock houses,
apd four per cent. was paid In such instances,
Prime commerelal paper passes at an average of
about five per cent, dlscount.

“Foreign exchange was dull, but firm, on the
basis of 110%@110% for prime bankers' sixty-
day sterling and 1103¢(@1105{ for eight bills,

“The bulllon account of the Bank of England,
submitted atthe weekly meeting of the directors
this morning, showed a waio of £471,000. The
discount rate remnins unaltered.

“For the Government gold offered for sale
to-day there were Lwenty bids for a total of
£6,818,500, at prices raoging from 11090 to
111456, The two milliops was awarded at 11160
to 111'65—one leading firm paying 111-65 for a
million.

“Hefore the Government sale gold was feverish
between 111 and 1119, the lower figure being
made In anticipation of an extra sale. The com-
petition among bidders bad Lhe effect of sub-
sequently strepgthening the market at 11134,

THE NEW LOAN.

1t tranepired to-day that Mesars, Jay Cooke
& Co. have, on the part of themselves and a
combination of home and forelgn brankers, ten-
dered a bill to Mr. Bontwall for the balance of
#200,000,000 of pew flve per cent, bonds, which
will remain unsold on the first of June next.
The conditions of the application are such as
to hold Mr. Boutwell to a policy of selling
the remainder of the five per centa only in com-
bination with the foor and a balf and four
per cents, It ls represented that the Bec-
retary of the Treasury is deliberating over the
proposal, but will probably accept it, as 1t
makes an immediste market for about $130,000,-
000 more of the new loan. His hesltation is
due to the fact that he apprebends a charge ol
unfairness from the publie should he give this
powerful combination a monopoly of so large
an smount of the favorite eclass of the bonds,
especially as the disposal of (he other five per
cepts wonld be more difficult In view of the
compulsory subseription to equal allotments of
the four and & balf and four per cents.

Vanderpool, clerk, asked Foster what he had to
eay why sentence of death should not be passed
upon him.

Foster, deeply affected, only sald he did not
intend the murder of Putnam.

Judge Cardozo sald he didn’t wish to say any-
thing to hurt the prisoner's feelings; he had bad
patient trial by an intelligent jury, most of his
own selection, but the case was too clear
to come to any other concluslon than the one
arrived at, They recommended him to mercy,
but that recommendation was for a higher tri-
bunal to consider. He could hold out no hope
whalever to him of a commutation of the sen-
tence, and he should be prepared to meet his
awinl doom. The sentence of court was that he
should be taken to the place from which he
eame, and on the 14th of July next there be
hanged by the neck until dead. The prisoner
was given into the custody of the sherllf, and
tke court adjourned.
